Also tnis excnoange of labour would be 
the same as tne S.L.P.'s labour voucner 
and all criticisms of it ‘the labour 
voucher) would appiy to Mr. Bernard's 
argument. Robert Owen advocated a lad- 
our voucner but Engels in "Anti-Duhring" 
points out tnat Owen's labour certifi- 
cate are but a transitioral form to com- 
nlete communism and tnat any misuse of 
tnese certificated would force Owen's 
society to move to communism i.e. to the 
"free utification of tne resources of 
society." ‘To elucidate tuis suestion I 
will quote a paragrapn from Anti-Duhr- 
ine", 


"We have already (Political Economy VI) 
tnat it is a self-contradiction to speak 
of tne value of labour. As _ under cer- 


tain social conditions labour produces 
not only products but also value, am 
tois value is measured by labour, it can 
as little nave a particular value as 
weight as such can have a special weight 
or heat a special temperature. But it 
is the characteristic peculiarity of ail 
social confusion tnat ruminates on "tre 
value" to imagine that in existing soc- 
iety the worker does not receive tm 
full "value" of his labour, and that 
socialism is destined to remedy this; 
hence it is necessary in the first plac 
to discover what is the value of labour, 
and this is done by attempting to Mmeéas- 
ure labour, not by its adeguate measur 
time, but by its product. The worker 
should receive the "full proceeds of his 
labour." Not only the labour product, 
but labour itself must be directly ex- 
Changeable against products; one hour's 
labour against the nroduct of anotaer 
hour's labour. This, however, at once 
raises avery serious difficulty; th 
whole product is distributed. The func- 
tion of society which is most important 
for progress, accumulation, is taken 
from society and put into the hands and 
the arbitrary discretion of individuals. 
The individuals can do what they like 
with their "proceeds" but society at 
best remains just as rich or as poor 83 
it was.

a; toe "revolt" against science, so called is a similar thine. A clearer pic- 
ire of toe drana would show not a reaction to science per se, but to science as it 
is prostituted by capitalism. It would be strange indeed if the dominant force in 
ciety manipwiated evervthine else, but allowed science a free hand to serve society, 
‘Oo way. If science served society, "it" could never have developed nuclear missiles, 


for one tning, waiting in tneir silos, as they now are, for a possible signal to des- 
troy society. 


vavendisn zoes on to say tnat magic "is really tne practise of irrational taought--- 
after all, life is irrational, and tne beliefs by wnich we live are tnings tuat can 
never be nreved." 


Cavencish is trving to promote toe mental fraud that popular beliefs are tie result 

of "science, materialism and rational thougnt." In effect he summersaults and claiz 
toat tne result of sur rational thought, "tne beliefs by which we live," can nevert 
proved. Simplified furtner, this means tnat rationality isn't really rationality, it 
is irrationality. so we may as well be open about it, give in to and quit tne pretenz. 
Like saying there never was any sucn animal as rational thought. The accent is ont 
mysticism of ancient times or tne middle ages, and is omnipotent -- "life is irratio: 
al." Don't keep trying, give up. Run away into my fantasy land. Cavendisn is pn- 


moting a magazine -- trying to make money out of the despair of some sections of te 
working public. 


Man's history is a history of an ascending use of rational tnougut in interaction vit 
his environment. Magic or witcnery, in essence would nave to preclude the marvels of | 
today, aS toougn tney nad never existed -- turn back tne clock. 


In tne political field taougn, so far, and insomuch as current social problens ar 


concerned, tne problems are not due to failure of rationai thougnt, but to not enmut 
of it. 


If tne development of tae first automobile could be used as a suitable analogy, it | 
could be recalled tnat at one time tnere was a need for a mode of transport superior 
to the horse and buggy. If Cavendisn nad been around when Henry Ford was still

$$$  - Versus HOSPITALS 


A big hassle has now been caused in B.C. over a cut in tne amount of financial aid for 
hospitals from the provincial government. "Standards of care will fall," goes tae cry 
of doctors, patients, hospital workers and tne "public." But in a society waere the 
care of human maladies must be equated with money, crises of this type are not nev, 
and tne present one will not be tie last one. 


"If politicians go on playing politics with people's lives by delaying hospital con- 
struction, tnen toe sould of the people wno pay with their lives will haunt tnem off 
tne hustings," said Dr. Peter Banks, president of St. Joseph's (Hospital) medical staft, 
WOW! With tnese words he withdrew his previous accusation that local politicians an 
other experts had been "sitting on their asses year after year doing nothing." (Daily 
Colonist, Feb. 14/70). Tne word "politicians" is used again in its usual innocent mw 
inglessness. In a class-divided society where deception is a necessary part of huna 
activity, furtner - a major industry, many words cannot be used as accurate convey- 
ances of meanings. "Politicians" are invariably capitalist politicians and as such ar 
protectcrs of tne dominance of tne privileged few. 


Ons elderly wornan in ner 80‘s was admitted to a local hospital with atroken aip. Sa 
re>sined in an a. @ room for 14 hours without attention or a bed in award. Relatives 
(A caller on CKDA Open Line Program) arrived at the time and pressed for pain killing 
soots or some kind of medical aid. It was 17 hours from time of admittance to plac- 
ment in a bed. Yet former president Joanson, with his recent heart attack, had sever- 
al pnysicians in attendance. (The poor line up to wait for tne doctors, the doctors 

line up to wait on tse rich). 


But doctors, along wito the rest of the working class serve the ricn, and hospitals lis 
other organized services are completely divorced from technological capability. Ther 
4s no rélationsaip between social capability or potential, and the miserable perfornat 
of tnese institutions, tied as they are to tne commercial interests of tne class that 

they indirectly serve, Hospital expenses are part of the cost of production and oust? 
kept down. The bed-rock foundation of present society is predicated on people's lives 

being bought and sold, as part of the everyday movement of the system. Hospitals cam 

be nothing much more than places to patch up workers' bodies superficially and get toe 
back on the job. 


It may be that in North America there 13 a business downturn, and that tax money for 
hospitals is drying up a little. It is too bad that hospitals are strictured by the | 
interests of business, and adversley affected by the fluctations of tne business cyglé:} 
But then it is too bad that at this late date, the majority of the working public is | 
still unconsciously loyal to the anti-social interests of the owners of capital.

INFLATION ERODES PROFITS 


The guthorities are very concerned about inflation because it eats into low incomes, 
increases poverty and destitution, so tney tell us. If tney are so concerned about 
the poscribed existence of tne majority now, how is it that they did nothing about 

tnis in the past? It is well known if not well remembered tnat tne situaticn was much 
worse during the hungry thirties, and that was a time wnen tnere was more wealtn tnan 
ped ever been previously produced, The "representatives of tne veople" down in Ottawa 
responded by increasing tne size of tne police force, to guard tne mountains of wealtn 
that had been produced by the workers, but was owned by tne capitalist class. 


fhe giant myth that tne nation is a collection of free and equal citizens is used to 
aide toe interests of the owning section of society from the workers. To hide tne 

fact that poverty is necessary to tne running of capitalism, tnoat the parasites at the 
top are not concerned about tie scarcity in tne lives of tnose from whose efforts tney 
live, (except as it may influence votes). Tnat is way a wheel in B.C. Forest Products 
said "Canada faces a cnallenge of controlling its own inflation in tne context of world 
markets, witnout endangering its growto." Failure will result in loss of world markets 
and a deterioration in tne balance of payments, bringing about more unemployment," 


(our emphasis). 


Taree myths were used in this one statement alone, which have tne effect of niding the 
sordid aims of tne dominant minority. (1) "Canada", an alleged unity of free people. 
Inat inflation is a problem for all of us. (2) "Growtn™ An innocent expression wnich 
alludes to expansion of tne economy, wnicn allegedly functions for all, and nides the 
fact tnat it is really expansion of capital, owned by a minority, profits for tue few, 
at the exnense of tne many (3) "More unemployment." A variation of tne old taene 

taat they are concerned about the poverty of taeir workers. Jobs are supposed to abol- 
isn poverty. All tne evidence shows taat the boss buys labor-power to make a profit, 
that generally speaking, as soon as tne profits stop, tne worker is sent home: some- 
times with a "sorry" and perhaps even at times a "thank you", but we can't "use you" 


anymore, 


Infiation ig a problem for big outfits like BCFP because it increases tae cost of 
Production and decreases their ability to capture foreizn markets, and in this way 
fats into their profits. Tne decrease in the price of tne currency also reduces tae 


Malue" of their profits. _

OBJECT: 


The establishment of a system of society based upon the common 
ownership and democratic control of the means and instruments for 


producing and distributing wealth by and in the interest of society 
as a whole. 


DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES 
The Companion Parties of Socialism hold: 
4. __ That society as at present constituted is based upon the ownership of the means 
of living (i.e, land, factories, railways, etc.) by the capitalist or master class, 


and the consequent enslavement of the working class, by whose labor alone wealth 
is produced. 


4. —That in society, therefore, there 1s an antagonism of interests, manifesting itself 


as a Class struggle between those who possess but do not produce, and those who 
produce but do not possess. 


3. __That this antagonism can be abolished only by the emancipation of the working 

class from the domination of the master class, by the conversion into the com- 
mon property of society of the means of production and distribution, and their demo- 
cratic contro] by the whole people. 


4 ___That as in the order of social evolution the working class is the last class to 
achieve its freedom, the emancipation of the working class will involve the 
emancipation of all mankind, without distinction of race or sex. 


5 ___ That this emancipation must be the work of the working class itself. 


6. ___That as the machinery of government, including the armed forces of the nation, 

exists only to conserve the monopoly by the capitalist class of the wealth taken 
from the workers, the working class must organize consciously and politically for the 
conquest of the powers of government, in order that this machinery, including these 
forces, may be converted from an instrument of oppression into the agent of emancipa- 
tion and overthrow of plutocratic privilege. 


__That as volitical parties are but the expression of class interests, and as the 
interest « the working class is diametrically opposed to the interest of all 
sections of the master class, the party seeking working class emancipation must be 
hostile to every other party. 
@ __THE COMPANION PARTIES OF SOCIALISM, therefore, enter the fleld of political 
©» ction determined to wage war against all other political parties, whether alleged 
Nabor or avowedly capitalist, and call upon all members of the working class of these 
countries to support these principles to the end that a termination may be brought 
to the system which deprives them of the fruits of their labor, and that poverty may 
zive place to comfort, priviloge to equality, and slavery to freedom.
